FACTS SLOWLY COMING OUTj 


T h e W hole Nation Is Being Aroused 


by the Story of the Operations of a 


Self-Confessed Thieving Trust Act­ 


ing in Collusion W ith Venal Officers 


of the Government in the Depart­ 


ment of Customs and Appraisement 


— A Tale of Loot, the Sum of Which 


Can Now Never Be Known. 


New York. Nov. 12 
Protected by 
powerful politicians both here and in 
Washington and helped In its Befan 
ous undertakings by a graft ring of 
federal employes reaching from its 
docks to the treasury at the capital, 
the sugar trust has not only plundered 
the government treasury by a system 
of falsi* weights extending hack twen­ 
ty years or more. It has robbed it of 
many millions more- how many can 
never In* computed—through the oper­ 
ations of another part of its machine 
for systematic cheating by which it 
was able to fix a fraudulent duty on 
the false weight of th** sugar it Import 
od. This was done in the quality test 
for sugar, conducted by iii" appraise 
I er's office, by which was determined 
the amount of duty it had to pay on 
the false weight it was obtaining reg­ 
ularly at the surveyor** office In the 
custom house. 
While the trust was 
stealing from the government from 5 
to in per cent of its rightful revenue I 
by a system of false weights, it was j 
robbing it of an amount almost as 
large by the fraudulent duty fixed at 
the appraiser's office, it was getting a 
short weight for its sugar, amounting 
to million - of pounds a year at th** 
surveyor's office, and it was fixing a 
false duty »>u this false weight at the 
appraiser'* office. 
How much the government has lost ; 
by the system worked at the apprais­ 
er’s Office can never Ik* determined h>r . 
tho reason that no record • -Jsts such 
as those in the case of 
the false 
weights which had to N toted on the 
entry for cat h cargo of anna* m a d e at 
the custom horn* *. 
Sample# of sugar 
taken by employes of the government 
were d o c to r . I before th* y reach* <1 the 
laboratory. 
No computation can be macle of tm* 
amount of money represented by these 
frauds. 
That they ranged from 3 to 
5 per cent. at least, of the duty that 
the trust hie mid have jiald on every 
cargo of sugar has been declared as a 
fact. 
Indisputable evidence of these 
frauds was laid before the officials of 
the treasury department by the then 
appraiser. Wilbur F. Wakeman, in the* 
spring of 1899. 
Proof that bribery of grossest soil 
was being resorted to at the docks of 
the Williamsburg refineries of th** 
trust in securing employes of the gov 
ernnn nt to doctor these samples of 
sugar was laid before no less a person 
than the then secretary of the treas­ 
ury, Lyman J. Gage. 
It was the ap 
praiser of th* pot! of New York who 
produced this proof before Mr. Gage. 
and not a private citizen. 
As in the 
case of the carriers who sought to 
bring th** notice of the weighing frauds 
to the attention of th* authorities the 
answer to this was, “See Mr. Have- 
m erer” 
, 
. 
••I don’t believe that my good friend, 
Mr Havemeyer,'* said Secretary Gage, 
according to Mr. Wakeman, “knows 
anything about this matter, and I want 
you to give him my compliments and 


present the statement which you have 
presented to me and tell him that if 
anything like this exists it must be 
stopped.** 
It is sufficient to say that these 
frauds were not stopped, though the 
same evidence, tinder the instructions 
of Mr. Gag*. was laid before Mr. Have 
meyer. 
They went right on. as did 
the weighing frauds, and the admin­ 
istration at Washington showed no fur 
ther interest in the matter. No attern 
tion was called to this barefaced 
stealing by the trust and its h ading 
directors. 
At that time the govern­ 
ment asked a Jury to punish this mal­ 
efactor with the paltry fine of $135,000. 
The computation made by the govern­ 
ment and announced at the time of the 
settlement of the case took no cogni­ 
zance of It. 
No attention was called 
to this phase of tin* system of thefts 
by the lawyers representing the com­ 
pany in the statement given out by 
them at that time as having been made 
to the company's directors.

statement they informed the directors 
that the government could have de 
Banded a sum approximating $9,000,- 
I OOO. 
By 
enforcing 
the 
forfeiture 
1 clause of the customs act th** govern­ 
ment an was stated at th** time, could 
, have demanded from this thieving cor­ 
poration the sum of $65.000,OOO. hut 
all of this was based entirely upon the 
false weights and not upon frauds 
fully as gross perpetrated in the ap- 
! praiser** office.
